Gentlemen and Mrs. Schmidt: 

Property owners on Illsley Drive from Broadway to Indiana have agreed to repair 
their sidewalks at their expense if the City will repair curbs and refurbish 
lighting. A. Grosjean has been awarded the contract for curb repair in the 
amount of $18,900.70. 

Also, a contract for alley improvement between Adams and Turpie Streets from 
Manford to Evans Street has been awarded to Grosjean in amount of $9,259.00. 
Property owners will be paying $4,763.00 of this project under Barrett Law. 

The contractor is ready to proceed with the Illsley Drive project. If time 
and weather allows, he may be able to do the Adams-Turpie alley.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-60-66 


concerning discrimination in employment under municipal contracts 
anti providing a penalty, as passed by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana on May 10, 1966. 


SECTION 1. Every contract for or on behalf of the City of Fort Wayne for 
the construction, alteration of repair of any nubile building or public work or 
to:- performance of any other work or service shall contain provisions by which 
the contractor agrees as followsi 

(a) In the hiring of employees for the performance of work under this 

contract or any subcontract hereunder, no contractor, subcontractor, nor any 
person acting on behalf of such contractor or subcontractor, shall discriminate 
because of race or color against any person who is qualified and available to 
perform the work to which the employment relates; , 

(b) No contractor, subcontractor, nor any oer.son on his behalf, shall in 
any manner discriminate against or intimidate any employee hired for the oerforman 
of work under this contract on account of race or color: 

(c) There may be deducted from the amount payable to the contractor by the 
City of Fort Wayne under this contract a penalty of ten dollars (SIQ.OO) for each 
person for each calendar day during which such person was discriminated against 
or intimidated in violation of the provisions of this contract; and 

• (d) This contract may be cancelled or terminated by the City of Fort Nayne, 

and all money due or to become due hereunder may be forfeited for a second or 
any subsequent violations of the terms and conditions of this contract as to 
discrimination on account of race or color.
